The first 
y ears of our work were pioneer 
efforts, arousing the people to a 
realization that they had in the 
Indiana tax ing laws the m a­ 
chinery with which they could 
appeal from any levy or budget 
they deemed too high. 
Those were the free spending 
day s, however, and it was diffi­ 
cult to arouse the public to the 
realization that a day would 
come when they would be clam­ 
oring for relief. The peak of 
spending was reached in 1929, 
when the total tax es levied in 
Indiana was $150,468 ,477. Six ty -- 
eight counties increased their 
tax es that y ear. By 1930 th e'ef­ 
fort toward economy had begun 
to make definite progress and 
the total tax es was reduced to 
$145,647,092, with six teen coun­ 
ties increasing and seventy -six 
making reductions. 
Last y ear the total dropped to 
$140,069,591, when but six coun­ 
ties increased their tax levies, 
due to the general demand for 
relief. This y ear the tax es levied 
for 1933, for the first time in 
many y ears if not in the state’s 
entire history , every one of the 
ninety -two counties will show a 
decrease in total collections. 
“Compared with the figures of 
1923, some counties demonstrate 
an enormous saving. 
Putnam 
county , for ex ample, will collect 
66 per cent less tax es nex t y ear 
than it levied for 1923. The re­ 
duction in Spencer county , on 
the same basis of comparison, is 
60.6 per cent. Other high coun­ 
ties are Adams, 58 .1 per cent; 
Hancock county , 50.3 per cent; 
Montgomery 
county , 49.9 
per 
cent; Bartholomew county , 47.3 
per cent; Decatur county , 45.2 
per cent, and Wells county , 44.9 
per cent. 
“In Davies, Fay ette, Greene, 
Miami, Sullivan and Warrick 
counties the $1.50 law was ap ­ 
plied both in letter and spirit 
and the levies in these counties 
will slightly ex ceed that figure. 
Warrick county collected $578 ,- 
954 this y ear and plans to get 
along with $171,641 nex t y ear. In 
Knox , 
Lawrence, 
Clarke 
and 
Washington counties the $1.50 
limit was applied with ex ception 
of civil and school towns and 
cities. Counties that have been 
reducing their tax bills each 
y ear for the last few y ears were 
not so hard hit by the operation 
of the $1.50 act and were in a 
better position to effect further 
economies. 
“There are 1,591 governmental 
units in Indiana th at levy and 
collect tax es. Nex t y ear 231 of 
them will have a total rate of 
$1.50. One hundred and six ty - 
eight units will have rates less 
than $1.50, and in ninety -fivev 
the levies will be but slightly 
more than $1.50. The $1.50 law 
has aroused comment and, in 
some quarters, controversy . It is 
too new to condemn or to praise. 
It was enacted as a relief m eas­ 
ure and while it is the law there 
is nothing to be done but obey 
its provisions as closely as possi­ 
ble.”
